least one complementary metal oxide semiconductor transistor and at least one double- 
diffused metal oxide semiconductor transistor ; and 

a photodiode defined in the same substrate by the same im plantation.

17. (Original) The device of claim 13, wherein the substrate comprises a layer of 

silicon. 
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
